Ottawa, July 25. (Canadian Press)-^Disarmament is expected 
to form an important part of the proceedings of the Assembly 
of the l^airue of Nations when it meets in (leneya in September, 
with the likelihood of the summoning of a general conference of 
powers as the outcome. 

The attitude of the British Government toward the proposed 
Treaty of Mutual Assistance, as outlined in the House of Lords 
by Lord Parmoor yesterday, and the concurrence therein of the 
Dominions and other members of the League has made it prac¬ 
tically certain that some alternative method will have to b« 
sought. 

•The Treaty Of Mutual Awilstanco 
«ros« from tha suggestion of a com¬ 
mit tea of which Lord Robert Cecil 
was chairman and subsequently wm 
submitted to the disarmament com¬ 
mission. The treaty haa not been 
fciicned.

Tokio .Tuly 25. —The terms under which .Tapan would be 
willing to recognize tlie Russian Soviet Government decided on 
l,v the Cabinet yesterday, include, it is authoritatively stated, a 
fifty-five-year concession for oil, coal and timber on the island of 
Saghalien, and the exploitation by the Japanese company of the 
oil of the island, Russia sharing in the profits, the percentage to 
be decided later. 

It is confirmed that Japan will not ask for any coneesamna 
on the Siberian mainland for tlie present. 

Th* chances of an agreement, it la ‘ 
believed here, have been very greatly 
Improved by Uis new polit y pro¬ 
posal by Baron Rhldehara. the 
Japanese Foreign Minister, and ac¬ 
cepted bv the Cabinet. 

It Is known the Cabinet is very 
anxious to have an agreement with 
Russia to Its credit. 


I*>ndon. July 25.—The House of 
Commons to-day passed the third 
reading of the Governments 
housing bill after the opposition's 
motion of rejection had been de¬ 
feated by 226 to 131. The bill as 
originally drafted was a good 
deal altered during the commit¬ 
tee stage, hut its framework re¬ 
main* intact.

I F conditions continue to remain favorable tbe ^ 
British round-the-world fliers will soon 
arrive at the point al which the jumps to 
Alaska will be commenced. At present Major 
MacLaren and his companions are at Petro- 
paviovsk on the Kamchatka Peninsula. From 
this point the route will be followed to 
Commander Islands and on to Attu Island, 
these jumps being approximately 300 mile* 
each. From this Southern point in the Aleu¬ 
tians the party will make for Akutat and thence 
to Dutch Harbor, the latter point being situ¬ 
ated a comparatively short distance from the 
Alaska Peninsula. ^ 

From Attu Island onward to the main¬ 
land is expected to prove the most trying part 
of Majpr MacLaren’s flight this side of the 
Atlspft It is true that he will face the task 
at/tne most promising lime of the year—a much 
Ji -ore pujcasanl prospect lhan confronted the 
American fliers a month ^ or so ago—but at¬ 
mospheric conditions in that part of the world 
are extremely treacherous at any lime and only 
a stroke of good fortune will reduce the 
usual misgivings which attend a flight of this 
Usd 

The American fliers are resting in Britain 
pending their Atlantic flight by easy stages to 
Labrador. They will no doubt complete their 
journey before their British rivals; but they 
have been a little more fortunate than the 
party headed by Major McLaren. Neverthe¬ 
less it is fairly safe lo assume now that both 
British and American aviators will complete 
what they set out to do. The time taken is 
not material in any sense. 1 he undertaking 
has no commercial significance. It is a sport¬

General Scott's force to be the whole American 
army, ordered a retreat. Juat then, provident¬ 
ially. galloped up General Drummond, look In 
the Situation at a glance, countermanded Oen- 
aeral Riall'e Order* for Colonel Pearson * retreat 
and also the retreat of General Wall's main 
body of thirteen hundred coming along sev¬ 
eral miles away to the northwest He had de¬ 
cided, to stand or fall here ami now. 

General Scott attacked with hla fifteen 
hundred. Drummond aoon hud eighteen hun¬ 
dred to hold him off. It was half-p^gt alx 
o'clock on that hot Summer afternoon After 
an hour’s bitter fighting. Brown wa* reinforced 
from Chippewa. three mile* away, by about 
three thousand and Americana under Generals 
Ripley and Porter, with whom came a hun¬ 
dred and fifty renegade Canadians in United 
States uniform. Now the British were heavily 
outnumbered, yet they withstood charge after 
charge. The Amtrican cavalry outflanked 
them toward the river, forced the Canadian 
militia to form a square at right angle* to th# 
main front, and took prisoner in the flusk Gen¬ 
eral Wall, who wa* riding rearward to hav* 
hla wound* dreaaed. 

I T was the British battery of flv# guna Juat 
In front of th# rise which maddened the 
Americana. The American militia which were 
eent to capture It broke under the withering 
British fire, but a detachment of American 
regular*, working up a foliage-hidden fence, 
mowed down the gunner* to a man and cap¬ 
tured the battery, orriy to be dislodged at the 
point of the bayonet. The American numbers
